The Foreign Agricultura] Service of U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIETS Announce Provisional Figure for 1988 Grain Harvest. The U.S. 
agricultura] counselor in Moscow reports that the Soviet Union provisionally 
calculates the 1988 grain crop at 195 million tons, according to a statement 
made by the First Deputy Chairman of the State Planning Committee during a 
press conference on January 16. Without further elaboration or detai}], the 
Deputy Chairman went on to say the 1986-88 harvests averaged 205 million tons. 


At 195 million tons, the harvest would be the smallest since 1985, when it 
was 19}.7 miJlion. In 1986 and 1987, the harvests were officially reported at 
210.1 million tons and 211.4 million, respectively, and were the first 
consecutive harvests over 200 million. 


The latest USDA estimate of the Soviet grain harvest--200 million 
tons--was rejJeased on January ]3--the next one wil] be on February 9. The 
200-milJion-ton estimate is based on an area of 115.0 million hectares” 
yielding an average of }.74 tons per hectare.

U.S. BarJey Exports May Face Difficulties in SAUDI ARABIA. “The Saudi = 
Arabian government has eliminated a $27-per-ton barley import subsidy for 
private sector importers which could slow barley imports, including those from 
the United States. Saudi Arabia is the largest singJe importer of barley in 
the world, taking as much as 50 percent of the market in recent years. In 
addition, U.S. barley exporters wil] face increased competition in 
third-country feed grain markets as they look elsewhere for marketing 
opportunities. 


The Saudi government wil] become the primary importer/seller and 
domestic price setter for barley. This action may be an attempt to encourage 
privately held barley stocks to move onto the domestic market. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


EC Oilseed Subsidies Reduce Need for Imports. Imports account for only 77 
percent of the EC oilseed market, down from 97 percent 5 years earlier, and 
for only 23 percent of the oi] market, down 66 percent from 5 years earlier. 
These declines are attributed to the subsidy program for o0i]seed production 
provided for by the the European Community's (EC) Common Agricultura] Policy 
(CAP).

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Currently, the CAP accounts for about 70 percent of EC budget outlays. 
Expenditures on fats and protein plants rank second only to miJk products, and 
wil] soon rank number one if current trends continue. Fats and protein plants 
include rapeseed, sunf lowerseed, soybeans, flaxseed, olive oi], feed peas, 
field beans and dried fodder. In the first 10 months of 1987, this category 
accounted for $5.1] billion or 12.5 percent of tota] CAP expenditures, 
according to the EC. Moreover, expenditures on this category accounted for 
19.2 percent of total] commodity specific expenditures by the CAP or European 
Guidance and Guarantee Fund (EAGGF). Policies that subsidize EC oilseed 
production represent the fastest growing Jine item in EAGGF expenditures. 
Between 1982 and 1987, production payments increased 240 percent, whereas 
overa]] EAGGF payments increased 85 percent. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


BELGIAN Milk Production Down. In Belgium, milk output in 1988 is 
estimated at 3.9 million tons, down 4 percent from 1987. Production in 1989 
is forecast at 3.76 million tons, down another 3.6 percent. Along with the 
decline in milk production, milk cow numbers are down. The milking herd 
declined from 984,000 head in 1987 to 948,000 head in 1988, and is forecast 
down to 915,000 head for 1989. The declines are due to the European 
Community's quota system, which calls for reductions in milk deliveries of 6.5 
and 3.0 percent for 1987/88 (April/March) and 1988/89, respectively. With 
Jower milk production and near-constant fluid use, availability of milk for 
processing was down in 1988. Output of butter and non-fat dry milk (NDM) were 
off 17 and 20 percent, respectively. Production of each is estimated at 
80,000 tons for 1988. Cheese production in 1988 is estimated at 64,000 tons, 
up 7 percent. A similar pattern of production changes is forecast for 1989, 
but the changes wil] be smaller. Cheese is forecast up 5 percent, while 
butter and NDM are down 7 to 8 percent, respectively.

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U.S. EXPORT SALES 


U.S. Export Sales of Corn and Grain Sorghum for 1988/89 Ahead of Previous 
Year. According to the FAS Export Sales Report, U.S. corn export sales for 
the current marketing year are running 36 percent ahead of jast year. Grain 
sorghum sales are up 6] percent. Sales of cotton and soybeans are down about 
one-third from jast year, and wheat and rice saJes are running about 10 
percent behind jast year's level. 


The following table compares accumulated exports and outstanding sales 
for similar periods in the 1987/88 and the 1988/89 marketing years as reported 
under the FAS Export Sales Reporting Program. Data for 1987/88 are as of 
Jan. 7, 1988, while data for 1988/89 are as of Jan. 5, 1989.
